Claims 1, 3-7, 9-12, and 16-19 were pending at the time of the Office Action. 

Claims 1, 3-7. 9-12, and 16-19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 

Claims 1, 3-7, 9-12, and 16-19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
Summary of Response 

Claims 1 , 7, 1 2, 1 6, and 1 8 are amended. 

Claims 2, 8, and 13-15 have previously been cancelled. 

Remarks and Arguments are provided below. 
Summary of Claims Pending 

Claims 1, 3-7, 9-12 and 16-19 are currently pending following this response.

Applicants note with appreciation the Examiner's helpful remarks in the office 
action. As suggested by the Examiner, the pending claims have been amended to 
recite soft rebooting as supported in the specification. As further suggested by the 
Examiner, independent claims 1 and 12 have been amended to more clearly recite 
flagging, in the non-volatile memory.
